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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 
The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hahn (United Sates 
Patent No. 5,142,743). 

Hahn discloses a device comprising a thin strip of impermeable polymeric material 
having a first fastening member 76b on the first side at the first end; a second fastening member 
(loops) on the first side at the second end which is attachable to the first fastening member; and a 
third fastening member 76a on the second side at the second end (see figure 10). It has been held 
that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the 
claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over De Benedictis 
(United Sates Patent Publication No. 2004/0231690) in view of Russell (United Sates Patent 
Publication No. 2004/01 1 8424). 

De Benedictis discloses a device comprising a thin strip of impermeable polymeric 
material 4 having a first fastening member 104 on the first side at the first end; a second 
fastening member 6 on the first side at the second end which is attachable to the first fastening 
member (see figure 9). De Benedictis does not disclose the third fastening member on the second 
side at the second end for attaching the strip to the user's head. Russell discloses it is known in 
the art to provide a hair treatment foil with a fastening member 46 on the back side thereof for 
securing the foil to the user's head (see para 0051). It would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art to provide the device of De Benedictis with a third fastening member on the second side 
(i.e. back side) at the second end in view of Russell in order to secure the foil to the user's head.
